A typical tablet contains captopril (25 mg). pregelatinized starch USP (82 mg). mtcrocrystalline ceHulose (82 
mg) and magnesium stearate (I mg). In like manner, for example. N-(l(S)-carboxy-3-pheny1propyl)-L-lysyl-L- 
proitne (20 mg) may be formulated in place of N-(l(S)-ethoxycarbonyl-3-phenylpropyl)-L-atenyl-L-proHne with 30 
the composition of pregelatinized starch, microcrystalline cellulose and magnesium stearate described above. 

Any of the Other ACE inhibitors can be substituted for captopril in the above Example 2.

Injectable 

A typical injectable formulation contains enalaprilat (5.42 mg), sodium phosphate diabasic anhydrous (11.4 
mg). benzyl alcohol (0.01 ml), and water for injection (1.0 ml). Similarly, this formulation can be Prepe^red 
employing, for example. N-(l(S)-carboxy-3-phenylpropyl)-L-lysyl-L-proline in place of N-(l(S)-ethoxycarbonyl- 
3-phenytpropyl)-L-alanyl-L-proline. 40

1. A pharmaceutical composition useful for the treatment of senile macular degeneration which 
comprises, as an active substance an angiotensin converting enzyme inhibitor which is selected from : 
enalapril. enalaprilat, lisinopril. captopril. ranipril, perindopril. zofenopril, quinapril, pentopril, cilazapril. 
pivoprii. fosenoprii, Indolapril, indalapril. phenacein, fentiapril, alacepril. perindopril. murgenic acid! 
ancovenin. CI 925. CGS 14824a, CGS 14831. WY 44221. CI 928. SQ 28853. SQ 27786. CGS 16617 MC 838 K 50 
26. 

2. Ihe pharmaceutical composition of Claim I wherein the angiotensin converting enzyme inhibitor is 
enalapril. 

3. The pharmaceutical composition of Claim I wherein the angiotensin converting enzyme inhibitor is 
lisinopril. 55 

4. The pharmaceutical composition of Claim I wherein the angiotensin converting enzyme inhibitor is 
enalaprilat. 

5. The pharmaceutical composition of Claim I wherein the angiotensin converting enzyme inhibitor is 
captopril. 

6. The pharmaceutical composition of Claims 1-5. which comprises an appropriate vehicle for an oral, a ^ 
transdermal or a parenteral administration. 

7. Use of an angiot nsin converting enzyme inhibitor as listed in claim I for the manufacture of a 
pharmaceutical composition useful for the treatment of senile macular degeneration.
